JAPAN. 

Our advices from the Japan ports by the present mail are of 
no later date than those received by Pacific mail on the 3rd inst., 
and published in our last issue. The steamer Altona arrived 
at San Francisco on the 28th ult., bringing Yokohama dates to 
the 4th ult. The subjoined summary of news has been tele- 


graphed to the New York Press :— 

The news from Formosa is to the effect that the Japanese are 
driving the Aboriginese from the coast. The Japanese war ves- 
sels were still on the coast of Formosa. The tribes have come 
to terms with Japan, and accepted the flag of that country. The 
comet had been observed from Japan, and was looked upon by 
the natives as a favourable omen in connection with the war. 

The Japanese steamer Jai Omiru was lost on the 15th of June, 
on the west coast. Twenty-seven lives were lost. 

A Greek church has been opened by the Russian missionaries 
at Hakodadi.

KIUKIANG. 

A correspondent of the Worth China Herald writes as 
follows :— 

In your last letter from this port some remarks were passed 
on the indifference shown for the import trade of Kiukiang ; 
but just as little attention appears to be given by your Shanghai 
Chaaszes to the export trade in tea ; for, instead of buying at 
this port, they seem to prefer paying much higher prices at 
Hankow for the same leaf offered here at reasonable rates. May 
they reap the profits they deserve! There is abundant proof 
that the Kiangsi dealers were most anxious to sell at Kiukiang, 
could they have found purchasers, as they had paid such hi 
prices inland that a reasonable offer would have been willingly 
accepted ; but as there were no Chaaszes to make offers, they 
sent their produce to Hankow, where, to their glee, they found 
numerous asinine speculators willing to pay from Tls. 10 to ll a 
picul more than was asked for the tea at Kiukiang. 

The U.S.S. Ashuelot made a brief stay here last week. Rumours 
were current that she was going to Ichang, but whether in 
connection with the future gers of that port it is impossible 
to say. It would really seem of little use opening more ports 
when the old ones are abandoned. The great cry of the 
merchant has been to get nearer the producing districts, and to 
open up afield for our imports. Now steamers could hardly get 
nearer the tea districts of Fychow, Moyune, Ningchow, and 
Hankow than Kiukiang is situated ; yet, as has been observed, 
tea-tasters prefer going to a dearer market than making one at 
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the nearest port to the producing districts. And as regards 
imports, there can scarcely be a better field than Kiangsi if pro- 
perly worked. The water communication is not inferior to the 
Grand Canal districts which consume such vast amounts of 
cotton. All we need here ix more foreign capital and energy. 

The China Merchants S.N. Company have stationed a hulk at 
this port, to facilitate the landing and shipment of cargo. Their 
vessels seem to get full cargoes, and the low rates of freight at 
which they carry goods is certain to develop trade in bulky and 
coarse merchandise, which has hitherto gone in junks, owing to 
heavy freights. 

The Roman Catholics have had a disturbance at An-jen-hsien, 
in the department of Jao-chow, in which a chapel was burned 
and some converts lost their lives. It is said that the Bishop at 
once addressed the Footai, who seemed incensed at the liberty 
taken, and referred the writer to the Kiukiang Taoutai. One 
would imagine a Bishop or any other foreigner had perfect right 
to address a governor Im cases of great emergency ; and in the 
aban case we conclude that the Bishop must have couched 

ris letter in terms of equality—which an official of the rank of 
Footai would not tolerate—to have met with such a rebuff. 
The officials look upon a bishop as merely one of the gentry ; and 
in spite of the official pretensions a bishop often assumes, he will 
never be recognised as holding a higher position. The feeling 
against the Catholics seems very strong in this province. 

The weather is very warm, but the river is so low that we 
hope to escape a flood this year. 


SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 21st 
June; the French mail from London May 8 arrived out on the 


19th June. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :-— 


In the Supreme Court on the 17th June the Chief Judge gave 
judgment in the cause the Shanghai Race Club v. the Shanghai 
Cricket Club, The judgment occupied over an hour and a half 
in delivery. His lordship first dealt with the preliminary ob- 
jections raised by counsel for defendants. Considering that 
there were no special rules applicable to the case in the Supreme 

Yourt. Procedure, he had to fall back, not upon the technical 
procedure of the Court of Chancery in England, but upon a 
course of proceeding which would be most in accordance with 
the practice of an Equity Court situated as the Supreme Court 
(sitting as a Court of Equity) is situated, and most likely to en- 
able substantial justice to be done between the parties. Passing 
next to the facts, he reviewed the connection of the institutions 
involved—the Recreation Fund, Race Club, Race Course and 
Cricket Club, first giving the undisputed facts and then the versions 
put forward by the Race Club and. Recreation Fund. After exa- 
mining the ground upon which plaintiffs based their claims for 
perpetual injunction and upon which that application was 
resisted by the defendants, his Lordship went on to consider 
which was the more probable of the two statements of facts and 
the most conclusive of the two sets of arguments. His conclusion 
here was that the only facts consistent with truth, with the 
objects the respective parties had in view, and with their acts as 
disclosed by the evidence, were that the Race Club purposely 
burdened the land with the obligation not to build, and that the 

Recreation Fund Trustees knowingly bought it with the burden 
upon it. 

rite then went into the question (1) of who sold the land to the 
Fund and of whom they bought it ; (2) the double payment for 
the thirty mow; and (3) the circumstances under which the 
Cricket Club asked for and obtained permission to erect first a 
matshed and thenapavilion on the ground leased by them from the 
Recreation Fund. From an analysis of documents, minutes of 
mectings, reports and otherevidence, his Lordshipeame to thecon- 
clusion on the first point that the Recreation Fund bought from 
the Chinese, remarking that the Race Clubcould have had no object 
in buying and selling the land at one and the same moment, un- 
less to free it of an obligation which they had so shortly before 
inken much trouble to impose. On the second point he found that 
the weight of evidence was entirely against the assertion of a 
double payment-—the main objection Deing that the land was 
orpinally supposed to measure 466 mow, while the Recreation 
Fund only bought 430, though they founded the assertion on the 
nature of their boundaries. On the third point he again 
reviewed the letters and other documentary evidence adversely 
to the defendants, His Lordship alluded to the argument of the 
“deliberate and tremendous fraud” upon the Chinese, and 
showed that the trustees did at the time entertain the intention 
upon which their counsel now based it—to preserve the land 
sulely for recreation and never to build. He then referred to 
the law as summarised by Dart, and concluded by saying that he 
had not only taken a legal view of the rights and obligations of 
all parties, but he had taken that also which accorded with truth, 
with proof, with justice, and above all with honour, The 
Cricket Club having failed to disburden themselves of the obli- 
gation in equity attaching to the land which their lessors_pur- 
chased, he had no alternative but to grant the perpetual injunc- 
tion prayed for, with costs.—The verdict was received with

applause by a large number of the public who had assembled in 
court. 

There are rumours of an intention to appeal, but we have not 
heard that notice has been given. The decision is in thorouch 
accordance with the popular view of the question, and had public 
opinion beer cchelct the case would never have gone inte 
court. Public feeling was adverse to the litigation in principle, * 
and adverse to the waste of money entailed. We sincerely trust 
we have now heard the last of it, for any proposal to appeal 
would, we are sure, be heard with still greater regret. 

A meeting of intending shareholders in the North-China In- 
surance Company was held on the 16th June. The Chairman, 
Mr. Lavery, explained that the term of the present company 
expires on the 31st December next, so it was necessary to set 
about reconstitution. The character of the business had altered 
of late. The company had uow always large lines on a number 
of ocean steamers leaving all together at the beginning of the 
season ; and this necessitated a larger capital. It was proposed 
to raise the capital to Tls. 2,000,000, of which Tls. 600,000 shall 
be paid up. There was a chance, also, of obtaining an order in 
Council extending the provisions of the Joint-Stock Companies’ 
Act to Shanghai, and thereby enabling them to register as a 
company, limited or unlimited. It would be necessary to insert 
in the new deed aclause enabling the company to take advantage 
of that order if it be promulgated. Mr. Drummond explained 
at considerable length the disabilities under which companies 
here, being merely big partnerships, labour ; and the ditierence 
between limited and unlimited companies. 

After a good deal of desultory conversation a resolution in 
favour of reconstituting the company, proposed by the chairman 
and seconded by Mr. Wood, was carried :— 

That a company, to be called “the North China Insurance Com- 
pany,” shall be formed for a further period of three years, commencing 
on the 1st dayfof January, 1875, and terminating on the 31st day of De- 
cember, 1877. . 

The following resolution, proposed by Mr. Francis, and se- 
conded by Mr. Purdon, was also carried :— 

That the present Court of Directors be elected to act as a provisional 
comnittee, with power to add to their number, for the purpose of 
drawing up a prospectus, receiving applications for and allotting the 
shares. 

Considerable discussion followed as to the desirability of limit- 
ing or unlimiting the future company, if it should be registered. 
It was decided to put off the question for further consideration. 

The Registration section of the Order in Council is being 
carried out, we hear, with all strictness. A fresh batch of over 
sixty summonses have been applied for ; and those to be 
favoured with this courteous official recognition include, we are 
told, many who have recently arrived in Shanghai from trips 
home or as new residents. The first paragraph of section 
114 requires residents to register themselves in the month 
of January of each year; the second ordains that “every 
British subject * * shall, within one month after his or her 
arrival, register himself or herself, * * but that no such person 
shall be required to register himself or herself more than once 
in any year, reckoned from the Ist day of January.” 

The first number of a new Chinese newspaper was published 
on the 16th June. We should more readily welcome this addi- 
tion to the native press if it had been started more indepen- 
dently, The general impression is that the Che-hsien and his 
countrymen are launching it in open to the Shunpao, on 
account of the tone taken by the latter regarding the Yang 
Yeh-liu case. However, it 8 satisfactory in any case to find that 
the press is enough appreciated by the Chinese to induce them 
to start a purely Chinese paper. 

Minutes of the two first meetings of the Committee of the 
Chinese Reading-room have been issued. Several names have 
been added to the list of members, and the scheme has met, 
thus far, with fair support. We doubt, however, whether the 
Committee are not rather sanguine in thinking of buying land 
and building a house at a cost of Tls. 2,500, The first T]s, 1,000 
is proverbially the easiest to collect, and this amount seems to 
have been pretty readily obtained among foreigners. It remains 
to be seen how the Chinese list will compare. We are glad to 
learn that the Taoutai has given the liberal sum of Tls. 200 to- 
wards the funds for the institution. 25 

A proclamation has been issued by the Chefoo Taoutai, in 
regard to the Che-meh riot, and bonds have been entered into 
by the villagers to keep the peace and to refund the value of 
Mr. Corbett's property. The proclamation seems a sensible one. 
An address of thanks has been presented to Mr. sheppen! hy 
certain of his countrymen in Chefvo and the neighbourhood for 
the firmness and discretion he has shown in pushing through the 
case. 

A meeting of the Asiatic Society has been held, to hear a paper 
by Mr. E. GC. Taintor on “The Aborigines of Northern For- 
miosa.” All that relates to the islaud and its aboriginal inha- 
bitants having a special interest under existing circumstances, 
the mecting was well attended. Mr. Taintor illustrated his sub- 
ject by the exhibition of articles of savage manufacture and use. 

The report presented at a meeting of the Working Con—ttee 
of the Sailors’ Home discloses an unsatisfactory financial poaition. 
Only 189 men entered the Home during the six months ended 
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31st March last, against 336 during the corresponding period of 
1872-3. The result has been that the receipts have not sufficed 
to cover working expenses, and the Superintendent asks to be 
recouped $1,341 which he is out of pocket. A reduction in the 
staff was decided on, and another meeting is to be held in July, 
‘,.. see how the home has gone on during the succeeding three 
months. 
he Municipal Council have refused an application from a 
Chinese family for permission to perform certain noisy funeral 
ceremonies at midnight, in terms that have given gencral satis- 
faction. We believe in giving the Chinese reasonable license to 
follow their ways and customs, but we could never see that firing 
crackers at midnight was a necessity, and we are glad to find the 
present Council intend firmly to stop the practice. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 27th June ; the 
P. and O. mail from London May 15 was received on the 22nd 
June. We take the following items of news from the Duily 
Press :— 

With reference to the Japanese expedition to Formosa a cor- 
respondent writes under date Takow, 20th June, as follows :— 

The Japanese have made considerable progress at Langkiaou, and now 
seem inclined to rest on their oars foratime. Of the eighteen tribes 
or villages between Langkiaou and the south point sixteen have come 
to some terms, and have been given each a Japanese flag with an in- 
scription saying that they are friendly and are not to be molested. The 
villages of the Bawtans are held by the Japanese. The Bawtans them- 
selves have disappeared entirely, and it is not known what has become 
of them. The Japanese have oecupied Hongkang, the next Chinese 
village north of Langkiaou, and distant from it about five or six miles, 
Hongkang is like Langkiaou, a detached village not under regular 
Chinese Government, and without safe land communication with the 
north. The inhabitants sent to ask the Japanese to come and_ protect 
them against the savages, and offered to find food for the detachment 
which should take care of them. A camp has been formed on the east 
ccast about opposite to Langkiaou. The island is only eight or nine miles 
brad there, and the men marched tu the spot overland, A very small 

Chinese village at the extreme south of the island has been occupied. 
The Delta has lately returned with a large quantity of stores from 
Nagasaki, but with no more troops. 

Two Chinese of rank named Shin and Pan, with Messrs. P. Giquel 
and Segonzac, have just arrived at Taiwanfoo, Shin bears the rank of 
Chin-chai, or Imperial Commissioner, and was formerly connected with 
the Arsenal at Foochow. These two Chinese officials are said to have 
been sent to inspect certain fortifications, It was generally understood 
that they were coming to treat with the Japanese, and very probably 
they have their credentials in their pockets, tu be used as circumstances 
should require. There is a general opinion that the Japanese do not 
intend quietly to give up the land they have occupied. This, however, 
is only conjecture, as they have not announced their intentions in any 
way. It is said that they will be willing to retire when they have 
settled accounts with the savages, if the Chinese will pay the expenses 
of the expedition. Whether the Chinese will avree to those terms or 
not is beyond even the limits of guessing. The Japanese ought to be 
delighted to get away on such conditions. The land must be perfectly 
worthless to them. What can the value be of a few square miles of 
hilly ground with the valleys already occupied, and no decent harbour ? 
To retire without incurring any expense would, after having effected 
the punishment of the savages, be a most successful termination to a 

successful undertaking. 

It will be observed from the above letter that Mr. P. Giquel, 
formerly of the Foochow Arsenal, has accompanied the two 
Chinese Commissioners who have proceeded to that place in re- 
ference to the war between Formosa and Japan. The object of 
the Chinese Commissioners’ visits is variously stated as being to 
inspect certain fortifications and to negotiate with the Japanese 
Commander-in-Chief. It is hardly necessary to point out that 
these two objects are widely different in their character, and (what 
is immediately to the point to which we desire to draw atten- 
tion) in their bearing upon Mr. Giquel’s position in accompany- 
ing the mission. If the Chinese officials are mere Commissioners 
for a civil pare there is no absolutely legal objection to his 
position—although even in this case there are some very grave 
reasons to object to it upon general grounds—but if it be the 
fact that the object of the Commissioners is in any way of a 
warlike character, then Mr. Giquel’s mixing up in‘the affair js a 
distinct breach of neutrality, and ought tebe objected to by his 
Government. 
occupy, that of Chin-chai, would be more properly described as 
that of Ambassadors—the term being the same as that which is 
applied to the Foreign Ministers at Peking ; and if this is their 
position it is open to grave question how far they ought to be 
assisted by a foreigner. The scientific knowledge which a skilled 
European can bring into play in regard to the best mode of 
taking fortresses and the like matters may be quite sufficient to 
turn the scale in a war between two such nations as China and 
Japan ; and it is, therefore, somewhat extraordinary to see Mr. 
Giquel giving his aid to the Chinese under the existing circum- 
stances. It is indeed very unfortunate that we have arrived at 
a perig.” “f our relations with China when Europeans are some- 
how Ky .d mixing up in a very undesirable manner in political

chen, the Chinese official authorised by the Peking Government 
to negotiate with the Japanese Commander-in-Chief with a view 
to inducing him to withdraw the troops from Formosa, had taken 
his departure. The above paper also says that the Japanese 
forces are much superior in discipline to the Chinese. 

The case of Howard v. Curtis has been tried in the Supreme 
Court before Chief Justice Smale and a special jury. It was an 
action brought by Mr. ‘Thomas Howard, merchant, Hone Kong, 
against Mr. Curtis, proprietor of the Hong Kong Times, for 
damages alleged to have been sustained by plaintiff by the 
pup leaaon of a communication in that paper on the'7th of April 
ast. 

The Attorney-General, in the course of his opening statement, said 
that although the plaintiff claimed damages to the amount of $20,000, 
he did not expect the jury would give a verdict for that amount ; but 
he hoped they should receive at their hands such a verdict as would 
justify the action plaintiff had taken, and would deter defendant and 
others similarly situated from publishing communications reflecting on 
the good name of anyone. 

Mr. Howard was then called, and gave an outline of his connection 
with the Hong Kong, Singapore, and Borneo Company. In the course 
of his evidence he said, that when projecting the company he valued 
the good-will and property at $45,000. Upon this his lordship asked 
if witness, who was both a buyer and a seller, meant to say he valued 
it himself, and he said he did. His lordship then remarked that it 
was a most illegal proceeding, and that that was the way so may joint- 
stock companies were got up and ruined. Some sharp firing ensued 
between the bench and bar upon the point, the counsel for plaintiff 
stating that such a question had nothing to do with the case, and that 
whether plaintiff had acted properly or improperly in that instance, 
was really outside the matter altogether. Subsequently his lordship 
said that plaintif¥ had always borne an excellent character, and that he 
did not blame him for doing what he had done, for hundreds of others 
had done the same, but such an inequitable proceeding, coming under 
his (his lordship's) notice, he could not let it pass without remark. 

_ Mr. Kingsmill having addressed the jury in mitigation, said that if 
it met with his lordship’s view he would consent to a verdict for plain- 
tiff, and suggested that the damages should be tixed as low as possible. 
His lordship having assented, a verdict for $25 damages and costs was 
agreed to. 

The case of A. Heard and Co. ¢. Thompson has also been 
heard. The action was brought against the captain of the steuin- 
ship Dunw for compensation for injuries done to a buoy in the 
harbour, which had been placed there by the plaintitts, After 
hearing the evidence on both sides his Lordship said it was evi- 
dent that the anchors had been dragged by the Duna, and he 
gave a verdict therefure for $170. 

The weather has been stormy, and some heavy squalls have 
been experienced, as broken windows and shutters in varivus 
parts of the city testify. In many European houses there are 
also broken windows, through the carelessness of servants not 
properly fastening them. In Wyndham-street, close to Peddar's 
Hill steps, a large tree has been toppled over the bank by the 
force of a squall, and some damage has been caused to palings in 
College pathway. A large boat was capsized near the Police- 
chop, but by the timely aid of the police all the crew were 
saved. 

The British steamship Amoy, which had left this port for 
Melbourne, put back from Foochow in consequence of a stabbing 
case which occurred twenty-one miles distant. A fireman named 
Chaneelot stabbed another named Ilo-a-sing in the chest with a 

nife. 

Mr. Mitchell, the Postmaster-General, has left by the P. and 
O. steamer Behar, for Yokohama,on a tour of inspection to the 
ports. He will visit, in addition, Hiogo, Nagasaki, Shanghai, 
Hankow, Ningpo, Foochow, Amoy, and Swatow. He will pro- 
bably return to Hong Kong about the end of July. 

Mr. J. Simpson retires from the Post-office service on the 
pension recently granted to him. We understand that he has 
some hope of obtaining an appointment under the Japanese Go- 
vernment. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
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; SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 6th 
July ; no later mail from London had been received. The follow- 
ing summary of news is from the Straits Times :-— 

A curious fact has been brought to our notice with respect to 
the rewards given to informers under the Gaming Houses Ordi 
nance,—the share usually given being one half the fines inflicted. 
We erroneously supposod that the provision asto reward extended 
only to the actual raids on the gambling establishments, and that. 
if unsuccessful and no prisoners were taken the informers would 
have nothing to get. It appears, however, that it is sometimes 
more profitable to the informers should no prisoners be taken, as 
then the owner is usually proceeded against, ‘perhaps tincd 
heavily, and half the fine given to the persons who gave the in- 
formation against the house, in compensation for having got no- 
thingin the firstinstance. Noinformationis laid against the owner, 
he being usually easily traced and served with a suminons, and we 
are surprised to hear that in one case recently, where the police ar- 
rested no gamblers in the first instance, half of the $1,000 levied 
on the unfortunate owner was handed over to the jpformer; and 
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though the house-owner in question has petitioned Government 
for a remission of the fine, it is very doubtful if, even in the 
event of a favourable reply from the Governor, he would ever 
be able to get his money back. Under an arrangement so 
favourable to informers, it may be questioned whether they will 
trouble themselves much to secure the arrest of the real offenders, 
the gamblers themselves, or tax their ingenuity to discover the 
actual keepers of the establishment, their pecuniary interest 
paturally lying in the opposite direction. If it be true that 
members of the police force in some cases reap the benefit of 
handsome rewards like this for giving information which it was 
their bounden duty to give, and are better paid through not 
arresting the actual offenders than if they had done their duty, 
then a great public scandal has arisen which calls for immediate 
action on the part of the Government and the police authori- 
ties. 

The judgment given by the Chief Justice in the appeal of 
Hadji Arshad against the decision of Captain Walshe, police ma- 
gistrate, coincides with our own views on the injustice of the 
Gaming Houses Ordinance. ‘The decided opinion given by the 
Chief Justice against this law will no doubt operate to produce 
its speedy amendment, lest its continued administration produce 
a greater catastrophe than the mere reversal of a magistrate’s 
decision. In the case under notice there was nothing to show 
collusion on the part of the owner with the acts of his tenant— 
his collector did not even go to the premises for the rent, that 
heing paid at the place of business of an agent of the absent 
tenant—and yet he was mulcted in the heavy sum of $1,000, for 
which the only satisfaction provided him by the law is the eject- 
ment of his tenant, after the magistrate shall have “declared ” 
it a gaming house. 

A few nights since a detective police ofiicer observed a China- 
man offering some cofice for sale at the Kling eating houses in 
South Bridge-road, at the very low price of fifteen cents per 
catty, and on questioning him as to how he got possession of it, 
deemed it advisable to take him into custody. The coolie pro- 
tested that he had only taken the coftee from his friend’s godown, 
Lut further inquiry elicited the fact that the prisoner had pre- 
viously disposed of several other small parcels in the same way, 
amounting in the aggregate to thirty or forty catties, all of 
which was taken to the Centra! Police-station. The coffee is of 
excellent quality, and has probably been pilfered from a godown. 
Perhaps an inspection of some of our merchants’ stocks might 
reveal the loss of a much larger quantity. 

The following were the resolutions passed at the annual 
general meeting of the Singapore Exchange, held at the Ex- 
change Room on the 29th June. Proposed by H. Buchanan, 
Esq., seconded by W. Allen, Esq., “That the accounts of last 
year be approved and passed.”

gram from Saigon for the departure of the homeward French mail 
he resumed.” Carried. Proposed by J. B. Caldbeck, Esq., and 
seconded by the Hon. W. R. Scott, “That the thanks of the 
meeting be given to Mr. Brasier for his kindness in furnishing 
telegraphic information of the departure of the French mails.” 

The fourth of July being the ninety-eighth auniversary of 
the Declaration of Independence by the United States of 
America, the American vessels in harbour dressed ship in honour 
of the occasion, and the U.S. Consul entertained a number of 
his countrymen and the residents at tiffin at the Hotel d’Europe.

Hankow.—Mesers. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report, dated 16th 
June, says :—Settlements of Tea since 9th inst., the date of our last, 
although showing a considerable falling off as compared with the previ- 
ous week, have still been rather large, amounting in all to 23,151 chests, 
46,575 half-chesta, and 4,042 boxes, particulars of same being, 1,799 
half-chests, at 2s. 9d. to 2s. 11d. per Ib. ; 2,541 half-chests, 603 boxes, 
at 2s, 53d. to 2s, 8$d.; 3,114 half-chests, at 28. 24d. to 28. 54d. ; 6,067 
half-chests, 934 boxes, at 1s. 114d. to 2s. 14d. ; 2,853 chests, 15,853 
half-chests, 225 boxes, at 1s. 84d. to 1s. 11}d.; 15,295 chests, 11,769 
half-chests, 2,000 boxes, at 1s. 5d. to 1s. 8d.; 5,003 chests, 5,432 half- 
chests, 280 boxes, at 1s. 2d. to 1s. 43d. The above settlements still show 
a high range of price, seeing that we are now getting towards the end of 
the first crop. The last day or two there has been better value ob- 
tained in Teas ranging from Tls. 20 to 25, but we do not think these 
kinds up to the average of last year, and they will require a good mar- 
ket to bring them out. Some better parcels of Ningchow have again 
found buyers from Tis. 40 to 48, second quality realising Ts. 31 to 36. 
The hest value for this kind has been obtained in the lower grades, 
which have ranged from Tls. 234 to 29. Good Hohows have sold up 
to Tls. 29, common selling at Tls.19 to 20 per picul. Hankow Teas 
have ranged from Ts. 15 to 29, one or two parcels realising up to 
Tls. 33, For the various districts prices paid are :—Oonfars, Tls. 204 
to 28.10 per picul ; Cheong-sow-kais, Tls. 204 to 294; Soong-yong, 
Tis. 21} to 29; Toong-shans, Tls.18 to 274; Young-low-toongs, 
Tis, 24 to 26; Low-yongs, Ping-kongs, Wun-kais, &., Tla.17 to 23; 
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Lee-lings, Tls.154 to 293; Ko-kew and Nip-car-sees, Ts. 15 to 184; 
Shun-tam, Tls. 15. 

SHancual.—There had been a considerable business done in Black 
Tea during the week. In some cages prices had been slightly under those 
of last mail, but the market was firm at the close, and no general de- 
cline was quoted.

from Caleutta to Suez, and frum Shanghai to Bombay, and, during the 
prevalence of the north-east monsoon, ninety-six additional hours 
shall be allowed for the voyage from Bombay to Shanghai, and twenty- 
four additional hours shall be allowed for the voyage from Hong Kong 
to Yokvhama. 

The alterations in these clauses may be summed up thus :—In 
Clause 8, the number of hours to be allowed for the carriage of 
the mails over several of the routes omitted in the first contract 
are inserted in the second. In Clause 11, the provisions with 
respect to stranding in the Suez Canal are made applicable to 
voyages out and home. In Clause 19, the penalties imposed for 
failure to perform within the appointed time the voyages from 
Bombay or Point de Galle to Brindisi are extended, by the 
second contract, to the voyages from Calcutta or Shanghai to 
Brindisi, and the amount of such penalty is in each case quad- 
rupled. Further, the penalty is made absolute. Clause 20 in 
the second contract applies to the routes between Hong Kong 
and Yokohama, and between Bombay and Shanghai, the same 
quadruple penalty which is tixed with reference to other routes, 
and makes the penalty absolute.

This was agreed to, and the House was 
about to vote when M. Georges Perrin rose to make a few remarks 
about the colony of Cochin China. He said that in the beginning the 
proposal to create a naval and military establishment had not been 
questioned. Events had led to the formation of a colony, which it was 
necessary to conserve, although this might be done without drawing 
the sword. The draft of the treaty obliged the House to give to the 
King of Annam the necessary support to defend him against all attacks, 
and to destroy the piracy that desolated a part of the coast of his king- 
dom. This was an engagement which it would be impossible to keep.

The Governor of the 
Straits has warned the inhabitants by means of a proclamation against 
the intrigues of the Mahommedans, whose aim it is to excite a revolt 
in Java. <A British man-of-war was despatched in July, 1573, 
to ascertain whether the blockade was ‘effective. An appe: al 
being made that legitimate trade should not be hindered by the 
measures which were taken against Atchin, it was answered by a 
declaration that under existing circumstances a rigid blockade was 
thought to be absolutely necessary. The Consulates at Singapore 
and Penany, however, were authorised to furnish licenses to those ves- 
sels which were bound for Atchin, in order to convey produce on which 
money had been advanced. A great many ships were provided with 
licenses, but privilege was revoked when “the Government was con- 
vinced that oll the merchandise had heen transported. It was per- 
mitted to the Japanese Governinent to send a chief officer of the medical 
service in Japan with the expedition. In consequence of the messages 
which were forwarded by the Sultan of Atchin to Constantinople, in 
order to ask for the protection of the Turkish Government, some diplo- 
mnatic notes were exchanged with that Government, by which our 
friendly relations were iaintained. The request of the Government 
of Queensland for permission to engage Javanese to work in the sugar 
plantations could not be granted because no satisfactory stipulations 
for the protection of emigrants exist. According to a statement 
appended to the volume the following States have already sub- 
mitted to our authority, viz, on the West Coast, the States of 
Troemon and Waylah, “Loong and Lepong, those States between 
Waylab and Loong, remaining unsubdued.

they must be compelled to submission by a rigorous blockade. He was 
advised net to undertake military operations during the runy scason 
unless they were required to defend his positions and to protect our 
friendly chiefs. In a proclamation of the 23rd of April the Com- 
mander-in-Chief announced to the population of the three Sazies that 
he had left Atjeh with all the troops which could be spared, that Atjeh 
would be occupicd “ for ever,” that it waa not the intention to organise 
adirect Government, but thata native chief would govern the three 
Sagies under the control of the Dutch. The report gives further par- 
ticulars about the endeavours of a committce at Penang (the so-called 
Council of Eight), consisting of four Atchinese, two Arabs, and two 
Klingalesea, which excited the opposition in Atchin and endeavoured to 
create revolts in other parts of Java. These endeavours were unsuc- 
cessful, as we were too vigilant and the British Government helped us. 
The merchants at Penang waited with impatience for the raising of 
the blockade, and as svon as the trade with Gighen could be opened 
this was done. When the Kraton was taken endeavours were made 
to engage Chinese merchants from Penang and Java to establish them- 
selves in Atchin and to open a trade, but without success. In the 
meanwhile all that is possible will be done to encourage trade with 
Atchin. 

On the Bourse things are still very dull, and scarcely any transactions 
take place. There is plenty of money, but no means of investing it.

FOREIGN COMPETITION IN SILK MANUFACTURE, 

The Coventry ribbon trade has for some time past been in a very 
depressed condition, from what cause has never been satisfactorily 
ascertained ; but, on the other hand, so far as can be learned, the Con- 
tinental manufacturers have been doing ya good trade, and are at pre- 
sent abundantly supplied with orders. ° Among the weavers of Coven- 
try, however, there has jately arisen an anxious desire to hnow the 
actual position of their Continental rivals. A’ committee, formed of 
representatives of both political partics, met together, and after dis- 
cussion resolved, if the necessary funds could be procured, that a de- 
putation of weavers should visit the principal centres of the Swiss 
ribbon trade, obtain what information they could, and report to the 
general body. From their report it appears the members for the city 
(Mr. H. W. Eaton and Mr. H. M. Jackson) were communicated with, 
and they agreed to render every assistance, and each promised to pay 
half the expense. A deputation was formed, which, after visiting Mr.

The deputation, after 
making some further inquiries, started for England, and reached 
Coventry last week, having been absent ten days. The deputation 
think it right that the weavers of Coventry should know their real 
position, and they believe the outdoor weavers of Switzerland are their 
chief competiters, This opinion is confirmed by the fact that they were 
all well employed, whilst the Coventry weavers were idle. They con- 
sider the Coventry weavers are equal, if not superior, to those of the 
Continent, but think the machinery of the latter is far superior. They 
wish to draw attention to the fact that all the looms, filling machines, 
&e., belong to the manufacturer in Nwitzerland, that everything is 
found for the weaver, that the warps are all cleared, “ picking up” 
being dispensed with. Then, again, the weavers have longer lengths, 
never less than 160 yards, and they never “eut out” till the “warps are 
down.” The deputation think that soicthing should be done tu make 
the competition a little more equal; and, indeed, it is their opinion 
that if something is not done Coventry will eventually lose what little 
trade she now possesses, They therefore hope the manufacturers and 
weavers of Coventry will take the matter into their serious cunsi- 
deration. 


CONSULAR CHAPLAINS. 

The select committee which has been appointed to inquire into the 
circumstances attending the withdrawal of the allowances granted to 
consular chaplains have agreed to their report. They say: “ It appears 
from Lord Granville’s circular of July 31, 1873, that the Treasury do 
net sanction grants to any new Chureh’ Establishments at consular 
ports, and the grants have consequently become contined to certain 
particular places. The inquiry of your committee has, therefore, been 
exclusively directed to the expedieney of continning the Government 
grants to those in existence at the date of that circular. These, with 
one exception, are situated at seaport towns. Your committee has in- 
quired into the circumstances attending the withdrawal of grants to 
consnlar chaplains, and is of opinion that in some cases hardship will 
be inflicted by such withdrawal, which it is desirable to remove or 
alleviate.

MR. MAYERS’ MISSION TO NAN-CHANG FOO. 

Mr. Mayers’ official report of his expedition to Nan- 
chang foo in October of last year is now before us, and we 
are bound to say that the result is not so satisfactory 
as it should be, for it contains unmistakable evidence 
of the continuance of our fatal shilly-shallying policy :in 
dealing with the shortcomings of the Chinese Government 
and its officials. Considering that Mr. MAYERS was de- 
puted by Her Masesty’s Minister at Peking to confer 
with Lin KweEn-YIH, the Governor of the province of; 
Kiang-si, on certain matters of grave importance relating 
to the undoubted Treaty rights of British subjects, it 
seems very extraordinary to find him naively confessing | 
that, during the interview, he “bore steadily in mind the 
absence of any definite instructions,” and that he only 
believed himself justified in saying this, that, and the 
other. We were aware that Mr. WADE has a singular way 
of dealing with all questions that arise in regard to our 
Treaty rights in China, but, had not Mr. Mayers told us , 
so himself, we could hardly have believed it possible that , 
Mr. WADE would despatch an officer on such an errand as , 
Mr. Mayers’ without very definite instructions indeed. | 
Our grounds of complaint against the Chinese officials and | 
others in the province of Kiang-si are perfectly simple, and 
admit of no argument, and it was Mr. Wapbr’s duty to 
demand and insist upon having immediate redress. Be 
that as it may, Mr. MAYERS tells us that the purpose of 
his visit to Nan-chang was to discuss with LIN KWEN-YIH 
three matters of great importance to British merchants and 
travellers in that part of China, viz., the treatment of fo- 
reigners at Nan-chang, the question of inland transit 
duties, and that of the I-ning chow tea duties. As to the 
last-named item, Mr. MAYERS observes that “in conse- 
“quence of the information which he had obtained at 
“ Kiu-kiang . . . and of his own strong conviction that 
“any urgent pressure on this subject would be*harmful 
“rather than beneficial to mercantile interests, he 
“deemed it expedient to keep it in the background.” 
During the discussion which ensued on the first point, 
Mr. MAYERS very properly declined to recognise the 
possibility of the authorities finding any difficulty in 
keeping the populace in order, although Governor LIN 
appealed to his long experience of the Chinese to confirm 
his assertion of his own powerlessness ; and on the princi- 
ple, we presume, of fiat experimentum in corpore vili, Mr. 
MAYERS suggested that Commander Pirman, R.N., and 
Mr. BRENAN should forthwith take a walk through the 
town, in order to put the disposition of the people to a 
practical test. Having on the previous day sent-word to 
Mr. Mayers that, as the military examinations were then 
in progress, and 6,000 students with their followers were 
in the city, “he would advise their abstaining from going 
on shore,” the Governor was not unnaturally disconcerted 
by this proposal, but, as an astute Chinese official always 
does, ‘“‘he quickly recovered himself and approved the 
“ suggestion, saying,—‘ By all means ; the people will be 
“ ¢ perfectly quiet ; they know, in fact, that you are friends 
“¢ of mine—it is not as if it were a case of French mis. 
“<¢ sionaries making their appearance. Everybody knows 
“ «that there is no harm about the English, Americans, 
“«&c’"” The gentlemen accordingly made the experi- 
ment, and it is clear that they owed their return with- 
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out injury not so much to any kindly disposition on the 
part of the populace as to the fact of their being 
“ attended by upwards of 100 official retainers, who fended 
“a way for them through the vast crowd which was ga- 
“ thered outside, and escorted them through several of the 
“ principal streets.” During their absence Mr. MAYERS 
eventually induced the Governor “ to undertake that a 
“ Proclamation should be issued, warning the pcpulace 
“against offering any annoyance to Europeans during 
“ future visits to Nan-chang,” but apparently he would not 
promise “to hold the district magistrates personally an- 
swerable for breaches of the peace,” and as that is the 
best possible, if not the only, means of ensuring the pre- 
servation of order in a Chinese town, we are afraid that the 
Proclamation will very soon become a dead letter. Until 
the Chinese Government be treated with much greater 
firmness than at present, and, indeed, until they have been 
taught a very severe lesson on the subject, we fear that 
troubles on this score will constantly arise, and we doubt 
not that the day will come, sooner or later, when some power 
will find itself absolutely compelled to take the remedy into 
its own hands. The words which we have placed in italics 
in the Governor's brief speech, quoted above, show unmis- 
takably that “the inclination traceable in the disposition 
“ of the Nan-chang authorities to discourage the visits of 
“ Europeans to the city is mainly, if not altogether, attri- 
“butable to the hostility which Governor tan scarcely 
‘‘ seeks to conceal with regard to the Roman Catholic mis- 
“ sionaries ;” and Mr. MAYERS was quite right to take the 
opportunity of pointing out to him that “ he was wrong 
“to distinguish between the subjects of different foreign 
“ powers,” when he heard him give orders to the Prefect 
that some runners should go with Commander PITMAN 
and Mr. BRENAN, “ and should let the people know that 
they were not Frenchmen.” 


What may be termed the commercial portion of Mr. 
MAYERS’ mission seemingly occupied but a very small part 
of his three hours’ interview with Lin KWEN-YIH. On 
the question of the I-ning chow tea duties (true to his de- 
termination alluded to at the beginning of this article), he 
“ said no more than was necessary, in his opinion, to show 
“his Excellency that the attention of Her Majxrsty’s 
“ Minister was fixed upon the subject, expressing no opi- 
“nion, and making no complaint.” With regard to the 
transit pass grievance, after a short and inconclusive dis- 
cussion, the Governor undertook to have another Procla- 
mation issued “to repeat in a public manner his assurance 
that no molestation would be offered to legitimate trade.” 
In view of the future opening of the rivers and lakes of 
China to the navigation of foreign vessels, the most. satis- 
factory part of this expedition to Nan-chang is that Com- 
mander PITMAN was cnabled to complete a survey of the 
surrounding country and the channel of the Poyang Lake, 
and the “result of his labours is the important discovery 
“‘ that a vessel drawing even as much water as H.M.S. 
“ Ringdove (ten feet) might with safety ascend the river 
“as far as Nan-chang itself, except, of course, during the 
“ winter season.” 





THE TRADE OF VENICE. 

WE have in these columns more than once called at- 
tention to the actual state of trade and navigation at 
Venice. Upwards of a year since we noticed the able and 
elaborate report issued by the local Chamber of Commerce 
for the year 1872, and from the extracts and the obser- 
vations made thereon our readers will have seen that a 
most favourable impulse had been given to commerce, and 
that progressive improvement might be considered certain. 
The report of the same Chamber on trade and _naviga- 
tion for the year 1873, not less elaborate, not less able, 
but more satisfactory even than the preceding one, is now 
before us, and while we cannot but lament the almost utter 
absence at Venice of those means and appliances for facili- 
tating and encouraging trade with which modern art de- 
velops and completes natural advantages, we nevertheless 
rejoice at the results of the past year, and we are led to 
hope that, with the facts and figures which we are about 
to present before them, some among our great capifzlists, 
our men of energy and enterprise, may deem the field there 
opening worthy of their attention.

A glance at these tables is sufficient to show that the 
commerce of Venice is essentially one of transit, and 
in fact, her position at the inmost extremity of the 
great Adriatic Gulf renders her not only the natural 
port of the Lombardo-Venetian territory, but also of 
Switzerland, South Germany, and the North of France, 
and when the new direct line of railway by the Val 
Sugana is opened, and the Saint Gothard tunnel is com- 
pleted, those countries must and will turnéto her in pre- 
ference to Genoa:and Marseilles, and she will thus eventu- 
ally and most certainly become the great maritime entre- 
pét and market for Central Europe and the Far East. We 
have already more than once alluded to the want in Venice 
of accommodation and of those general arrangements 
which attract commerce and facilitate operations. It is a 
fact, stranger than even fiction, that while Genoa, 
Trieste, Marseilles, &c., abound in local companies and 
ship-owners, and send forth their own steam vessels 
to every part of the world, Venice does not possess 
even one. Neither has she a single dock for the re- 
ception or repairing of vessels, and bonding warehouses 
for the storage of merchandise which such vessels might 
bring are as yet unknown. Steamers arriving with 
grain, for instance, not finding storage room available for 
their cargoes have been known to leave again and take 
them to Trieste, and the visitor to the Custom-house may 
sometimes see bags of coffee or sugar lying out in the rain, 
unavoidably so exposed owing to the want of a roof to 
protect them. 

Energetic attempts have been made to remedy such a 
state of things, but in the wrong traditional direction ; 
Government aid and interference is expected ; public 
money is waited and waited for to do that which there 
ought to be, as it is elsewhere, done by private enterprise 
and initiative. Meritorious efforts are being made to form 
a local steam navigation company to run a line of steamers 
properly adapted to meet the requirements of Central 
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the results would be incalculable ; not only would trade be 
increased, but a constant supply of raw material would 
jcreate and develop industrial enterprise, and private for- 
tunes and public prosperity would be alike benefited. 
Neither goodwill nor capital are wanting in Venice ; but 
practical experience, energy, and a general interest in and 
devotion to work are wanting. Mutual diffidence prevails. 
The workmen and the materials await the architect. 





IN our Parliamentary Intelligence it will be seen that the 
alterations in the P. and O. Company’s contract have been 
approved and passed by the House of Commons. In the 
discussion on the subject some of the members who opposed 
its acceptance treated the contract as if it were entirely a 
new one, instead of alterations on the one already existing 
and having some six years yet to run.

EDUCATION IN JAPAN. 

A Report on the present Educational System of Japan 
has been made by Mr. Watson, Her Majesty’s Secretary of 
Legation. In forwarding this report to Earl Granville Sir 
Harry Parkes encloses with it four papers on the foreign 
and native teachers, the Japancse students, and the Ja- 
panese educational officials. The report says :— 


It will be remembered that the Japanese Government decreed 
some eishteen months since that National Schools should be 
established throughout the country, and some of the principal 
provisions of this important Act were as follows:—The adminis- 
tration of learning in the whole country was to be directed by 
the Mombushdé, or Educational Department, alone, and the 
whoie country was to be divided into seven circuits, called High 
School Cireuits, in each of which a High School was to be 
established. Tnspectors were to be appointed to each district, to 
each of whom twenty or thirty schools were to be assigned. All 
subjects, whether nobles or peasants, who went to school were to 
report this fact to the Inspector, and if the younger members of 
a family did not attend, the reason for their not doing so was to 
be duly reported. The time of study was to be five hours a day 
for six months. The schools were to be divided into High, 
Middle, and Primary schools, and all teachers were to be quali- 
fied by diploma. In addition to a thorough provision for educa- 
tion at home a certain number of students were to be educated 
abroad at the Government expense. This educational law, al- 
though only promulgated in the middle of 1872, has been ex- 
tensively carried into effect already, and Mr. Watson reports 
that according to the statement of Mr. Tanaka, the Vice-Minister 
of Public Instruction, 1,799 private schools and 3,630 public 
schools have been established, and at these schools there are 
under instruction 338,463 male and 109,637 female pupils, to 
which number may be added 30,000 in the higher schools, making 
a total of 450,000 persons, or one in sixty-eight of the entire 
population. 

The educational establishments now actually in operation in 
Yedo are the following, namely, the “ Dai Gakko,” or Uni- 
versity, which includes several separate colleges for the study of 
medicine, jurisprudence, philosophy, and mining, as also a poly- 
technic college. The veterinary, commercial, and agricultural 
colleges, as likewise the college of arts, have not as yet been 
opened. The “Go Gakko,” a school for instruction in foreign 
languages ; several private schools, destined likewise for impart- 
ing instruction in foreign languages ; the “Shi Han Gakko,” or 
normal school for the instruction of Japanese teachers ; a prin- 
cipal female school, several preparatory schools, and certain 
establishments in connection with some of the public depart- 
ments, which are designed for imparting knowledge of special 
subjects. 

The course of instruction followed at the Naval College, as 
well as the discipline which is enforced, is similar to those 
observed at the like institutions in England. The cadets wear 
the usual naval uniform. As the Naval College was only re- 
opened under the present direction in the course of the present 
autumn, a sufficiently long period has scarcely yet elapsed to 
admit of a well-based opinion being formed as to its probable 
results ; but, so far, everything promises favourably as respects 
this establishment—an establishment from which Japan may 
derive more real advantage from a material point of view, than 
from any increase of her importance as a naval Power, 
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That the nature of the education in Japan is entirely secular 
will be gathered from the remarks of Mr. Watson upon the sub- 
ject. He says :—“In reply to my inquiry, Mr. Tanaka said that 
it is the intention of the Japanese Government to make educa- 
tion in Japan, so far as the State is concerned, entirely secular, 
in as far as is consistent with the fundamental tenets of the 
Shinto faith. I have since learnt from a reliable source that the 
Government have resolved that, whilst they will not interfere 
with private missionary enterprise in Japan, no Christian divine 
will be employed even as a secular teacher in the Government's 
employ”. 

In alluding to the indirect agencies which are now in opera- 
tion tending to the spread amongst the Japanese of the ideas 
which influence the conduct of Western nations, Mr. Watson 
fives a prominent place to steam. He considers the introduction 
of steam as a motive power to have had great influence on the 
habits and ideas of the people of Japan, and he predicts a like 
effect in the case of the telegraph. As a proof of the progress 
and the educational influences at work it may be mentioned that. 
there are in Yedo eighteen newspapers, some of them published 
daily, The Veshiashinjishihas a daily circulation of 1,500 copies. 
There is a provincial press, a postal system, a system of light- 
houses, and a mint. 

In concluding his report Mr. Watson says :—I think I ought 
to point out that, whiist very many educational influences are 
at work, such as I have endeavoured to specify, yet it cannot 
reasonably be expected that the progress of newly introduced 
Western customs and ideas should work a revolution throughout 
an entire race in the course of even a few years. According to 
all experience a sufficient length of time must be allowed for at 
least one freshly-cducated generation to arise before any radical, 
general, and lasting change may be expected to take place in 
the ideas and habits of the mass of a people. 

The introduction of foreign manners, as that of foreign cos- 
tume, which has come about in Japan is as yet: mainly confined 
to members of the Court, or of the official classes ; the domestic 
and industrial habits of the bulk of the people remain as they 
were in former years.

CONSULAR REPORTS ON TRADE. 
BORNEO. 

The report. by Consul-General Bulwer on fhe trade and 
commerce of Borneo for the vear 1873 is confined to the trade 
and commerce of the port of Brunei, for the trade returns of 
other districts are unobtainable. After reviewing the trade of 
Borneo Proper with China in earlier times, the report gives 
some details of the progress of British trade with the island. 
This trade has been almost exclusively carried on with the settle- 
ments of Singapore and Labuan, that of Singapore being contined 
to Brunei, while the trade of Labuan extends to other parts of 
the coast. The value of imports of Borneo Proper from Singa- 
pore and Labuan was as follows :—-1857, £31,836 ; 1566, 
£43,701 5 1872, £52,678; the exports being, 1857, £36,536 ; 
1866, £LAGGSL 5 1872, £63,254. The principal obstacles to ma- 
terial progress in the country are a weak central Government, 
the character of the people, and the want of capital and enter- 
eee The mineral wealth of the country is in the hands of the 

“astern Archipelago Company, a fact which is prejudicial to the 
interests of the country, and qhe extension of British trade. 


JAVA. 

The report by Consul McLean on trade, commerce, shipping, 
and general matters in Java for the year 1872 is very compre- 
hensive. The new sugar law enacted in Holland has had a very 
heneticial effect oa the island, while the establishment of the 
telegraphic system has proved highly important. With regard 
to the Imports Mr. MeLean says :—- , 

Stocks at the besinning of the year were considerable, consisting 
chictiy of goods carried over from the past season, owing to the material 
decline in values at the cluse. For these importers were still unable 
to obtain covering rates, as the extended facilities by wire and steam of 
ordering and placing on the market within six weeks new and more 
suitable vocds prevented the rise m values which had been anticipated, 
During the first aix or eight months of the year a fair business as to 
amount of geads dissosed of was done, but remunertive, or in many 
cares even covermmy, prices were with difiiculty obtained. The scarcity 
of view, Which Was most felt towards the close of the season, and the 
hich prices demanded for this article of subsistence, left the natives no 
Inopey to spend in clet ind sites of pieces goods became practically 
inp: oy Viidie the Ch: vat Areb dealers had great ditientliy in 
collecting their outstanding debts and mecting their engazemouts. 
Sof sinatl traders resulted from: these canser, 
scoff the year business generally was in a most: unsatisfactory state, 
all damand for taney goods being at an end, while staples were only 
porchared ia small quantities ina hand-to-mouth manner, 
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Australian coals were imported. In consequence of the high prices 
uling in England, values here were much enhanced, and English coals 
rrose from 16 fl. to 20 fl., while Australian ranged between 13 fl. and 
20 fl. per ton. 

The export statistics show a considerable increase in the amount of 
sugar shipped to Hulland and the Channel as well as to America, and 
while to England apparently a less quantity was shipped than in 1871, 
it must be borne in mind that the destination of a very large part of 
the sugar shipped to the Channel for orders would undoubtedly be a 
port in the United Kingdom. Other ports, as a rule, receive their fair 
average. 

s Seer Bintan in this article was very active at the commencement 
of the year, and large contracts were made for delivery out of the 
coming crop, principally of sugar deliverable at Sourabaya and other 
eastward ports. 

Coffee was in strong demand throughout the season at gradually 
hardening prices. 

Rice.—-The partial failure of the crop and the consequent advance in 
the price of this article, to which the natives look as their chief means 
of subsistence, proved a hard blow to them, although’ mitigated event- 
ually by the importations of foreign grain made from neighbouring 
ports, especially Saigon, Japan, and China. 

The croup returns of Pepper proved more favourable than those of the 
preceding year, notwithstanding which prices continued firm at an 
average of about 32 fl. per picul, Nearly 10,000 piculs were exported 
in excess of 1871. 

The cultivation of Tea continued to increase, and about 3,104,000 
Amsterdam Ibe, were exported in 1872. Java teas are attracting con- 
siderable attention in Europe and America, and the impetus thus given 
to the trade will no doubt lead to an increase in the present growing 
area before long. 

The export of Benka tin by the Dutch Trading Company amounted 
to 90,602 piculs, against 53,016 piculs in 1871. 





PROGRESS AND PEACE IN THE FAR EAST. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

A striking illustration of the novel conditions under which the 
nations of Eastern Asia are now moving, and the new phase of national 
life on which they are entering, waa afforded recently in the meeting 
of the Japanese and Chinese naval forces at Formosa. Japanese and 
Chinese have alike, as we know, been eagerly engaged for some years 
past in building arsenals and docks with a view to the creation of a 
fleet capable of bearing comparison, if not of actually measuring their 
strength, with those of Europe. Both have fairly succeeded, with the 
aid of European engineers, and the best machinery and plant which 
England and France together can supply—the Chinese with their 
fifteen war steamers, all turned out from their own yards, and the 
Japanese, with their Stovewall ram, purchased from America, and a 
respectable number of other vessels, some built by themselves and 
others purchased. Thus equipped the Japanese lately resolved to 
make a descent upon Formosa, which is Chinese territory some- 
what loosely held. But, although the Chinese disclaimed responsi- 
bility for the acts of the savage tribes at the seuth of the 
island on the ground that they were not under control, they 
do not seem to have at all approved of the Japanese taking 
the law into their own hands. Accordingly, scarcely had the 
Japanese expedition arrived in Formosan waters, and before they could 
effect a landiug, when a Chinese corvette and a gunboat steamed in, the 
former with guns out, men at quarters, and everything prepared for 
immediate action. The Jepanese commander of the expedition, seeing 
from the size of the Chinese man-of-war that it would be in her power 
to capture the whole Japanese fleet then in the bay, only consisting of 
transports with ae men-of-war, and cumbered with 2,000 troops, must 
have felt in a Very awkward situation. Still his courage does not 
seem to have failed hin, The mandarin in charge of the corvette 
contented himself with requesting an interview with the Japanese 
commander-iu-chief ; but General Saigo dcelined to receive him until 
next day, and in the meantinie proceeded to disembark his troops. 
The interview tock place the next morning in front of the general's 
tent and under the Japanese flag. The mandarins approached with 
politest salutations, and these were met by the Japanese with what 
ix deseribed by the Times correspondent as “a free European 
salute,” and an invitation to enter his tent. The result seems 
to have been peace or a truce. The Japanese were left to pur- 
sue their intention of punishing the savages who had murdered 
their shipwrecked sailors, and the Chiuese mandarin steamed quietly 
away. Whether his head will remain firm on his shoulders when he 
gets back to Chinese waters may perhaps be a little doubtful. In the 
meantime, can anything be more strange than to sce these two long- 
isolated Eastern nations fitting out European steam-frigates and gun- 
hoats to meet each other, not the foreigner, in hostile attitude, with 
i uns run out, and ready to blow each other ont of the water, with the 
help of the most approved Inventions of Krupp and Armstronz! 
Henceforth, net only will Asiaties even in the Far East cease to waze 
war on each other with bow and spear, but they are plainly looking 
| forward to a time when they will be ready to meet the Western Powers 
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stated with his usual business-like lucidity by Mr. W. H. Smith. Bya 
contract made in 1867, and amended in 1870, the nation was bound to 
y the Company £450,000 uw year for the conveyance of the mails 
until 1880. Some time ago the Company, wishing to make use of the 
Suez Canal for its vessels carrying the heavy portion of the mails and 
cargo from Southampton, applied to the Treasury to modify the 
contract, which in its original form bound them to land the 
mails at Alexandria, whence they were carried by rail to Suez, 
and there reshipped. Negotiations followed, and ultimately the 
Treasury agreed to concede the point, on the Company abandon- 
ing £20,000 a year of the subsidy, with about £4,000 a year of 
minor sums—making in all an annual saving of £24,000—and at the 
same time engaging to perform the mail service outwards in twenty- 
four hours less time. Such is the substance of the new contract—an 
economy of £24,000 a year, and an acceleration of a day in the out- 
ward mails. But Mr. Rathbone and other representatives of the ship- 
ping interest think that the necessities of the company were such that 
the Government might have extorted a much better bargain had they 
stuod firm. That is a matter of opinion ; but we submit that the view 
of an outsider on such a point is worthless against that of the actual 
negotiators. The company were by no means in the position of de- 
spuiring suppliants. They held a vantage-ground in that the nation 
was bound to pay £450,000 a year for six years to come, and the case 
was thus emphatically one for friendly compromise. Very likely the 
original contract might have been’ more favourable to the country— 
although those who remetnber that it was the outcome of long and 
exhaustive discussions will have some doubt even on that score—but 
this, as Sir Stafford Northcote said, is beside the question, since we are 
bound to the bargain, good or bad. Nor is it to the point to say that 
as the Company had previously accelerated the mails of their own 
accord the concession in the new contract is purely illusory. It is one 
thing to have a fixed legal limit, and another to let it be optional with 
the Company to deliver the mails or not within a certain time. More- 
over, when such keen blades as Mr. George Anderson cut and hew at 
the clauses of the contract and the motives of the parties to it, it is surely 
worth recalling that the Peninsular and Oriental Company have car- 
ried out our mail service admirably, and that so great an association 
has undoubted claims on the nation for work done in the past. With 
all respect to the enterprising constituents of Mr. Rathbone and Mr. 
Eustace Smith, we do not believe either Liverpool or Shields ship- 
owners are equally well qualified to perform the duties required ; and 
the Government in the step it has now taken very fairly reflecta the 
cpinion of the mercantile community.

THE MAIL CONTRACT WITH THE P. AND 0. COMPANY. 

(Aug. 4th.) Mr. W. H. Srrx (Secretary to the Treasury) rose to move 
that the contract entered into between the Postmaster-General and the 
P. and O. Company for the conveyance of the East India, China, and 
Japan mails be approved. This, he said, was a proposal to amend a 
contract under which the company had a right to convey the mails till 
880 for a yearly subsidy of £450,000. The original contract entered 
into in 1867 was modified in 1870, when it was not expected that the 
Suez Canal would be the enormous success which it had proved. It 
was the duty of the company to land the mails at Alexandria and take 
them up again at Suez, on the outward passage, and rice rersé with the 
homeward mails, but the extraordinary change which had occurred in 
the conditions of the trade with the East led the company in 1873 to 
apply to the Government for permission to pass their vessels through 
the Suez Canal. They represented the inconvenience caused both to 
passengers and merchants by the transhipment, and stated that their 
interests suffered much from the stringency of the provisions of the 
contract. The Post-office expressed a willingness to accept a change, but 
required an abatement of the subsidy by £30,000. To this the company 
objected, but they offered to convey the mails to Bombay, Calcutta, 
Shanghai, and Yokohama in twenty-four hours less time than under the 
then existing arrangements. The Post-office would not accede to this pro- 
posal, and the reason why noalteration was effected under the late Govern- 
ment seemed to be mainly that thereduction of subsidy to which the com- 
pany was willing to submit was not sufficient. - When he came to con- 
sider the matter, after entering upon his present office, he was inclined 
at first to take the same view. Tho company seemed to have lost a 
large part of their revenue by the transfer of a portion of their other 
business to other companies and shipowners, and it was thought that 
their object was to regain that business by means of a change in the 
provisions of the mail contract. On making inquiries, however, it was 
found that the advantage to be gained by the company would not be 
so great as had been supposed. In one respect, no doubt, there would 
be an advantage, inasmuch as the company would not be obliged, as it 
te2-merd it had sometimes been, to land the mails at the port on one 
side of the Isthmus and pass the steamer as quickly as possible through 
the Canal in order that, at the port on the other side, she might take 
up the same mails. The present Government took the matter into 
consideration, and while he was as anxious as any one to save 
the public money wherever it was possible to do so, he submitted that 
the arrangement which had been entered into was fair and reasonable. 
There was a subsisting engagement with the cornpany which would 
entitle them to come to the Government and say, “ We are willing to 
make such and such terms to the public advantage provided certain 
conditious be relaxed in our favour.”” Well, he was of opinion that it 
would nct be for the public benefit that the company should be put 
into a porition which would be hard on any contractor who endeavoured 
fairly aud honestly to carry out his contract. (Hear.) If it were a 
new contract he confessed he would desire to put it up to competition 
and to alter the terms; but we had now to consider the position in 
which we found ourselves, and under these circumstances he sul in'tted 
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to the House that a fair proposal was made. An entirely new trade 
had sprung up within the last few years, owing in a great measure to 
the fact that the P. and O. Company had been excluded by the terms 
of their contract from the profitable use of the Suez Canal. Those who 
objected to the contract—and their representations deserved the most 
serious consideration—had alleged that there was no gain in time, but 
an absolute loss in the proposal now submitted to the House. But 
those gentlemen lost sight of the fact that the Post-office under suc- 
cessive Administrations had thought it right and necessary to prescribe 
certain times of stoppage during the period of the voyage from England 
to the extreme East, a circumstance *which had not been taken 
into account by the objectors to the new contract. Under dif- 
ferent time-tables sanctioned by different Postmasters-Gencral for the 
last six years there had been stoppages of twenty-four hours at Aden on 
the outward voyage and twenty hours on the homeward, twenty-cight 
hours at Galle, six hours at Penang, and other stoppages of a similar 
character, amounting to the difference between the estimate made by 
hon. gentlemen of the proper time for the service and the tine in which 
it was to be performed, which would justify his statement that there 
would be an actual saving of twenty-four hours on the passage out- 
wards to India and China, and of fourteen hours on the passage to 
Australia, But if the House refused to sanction this proposal there 
would be no acceleration of the mails beyond the extent which his 
right hon. friend opposite endeavoured to secure in February last, and 
which was limited to ten hours. We should lose the small sum which 
the company undertook to surrender from their subsidy of £450,000, 
and also the great advantage of the penalties for delays, whether occa- 
sioncd by stress of weather or other causes and from shipwreck. Under 
all the circumstances of the case he did not hesitate to recommend the 
acceptance of the contract as one fully justified, and as tending largely 
to the advantage of the mercantile community. 

Mr. RaTHBoNE, in moving that this contract be not confirmed for the 
present, for it was delay that was sought, wished to say that ho and 
those who agreed with him felt no want of confidence in the Secretary 
to the Treasury ; they acknowledged his anxiety for the public purse 
and his desire for the promotion of trade. The hon. gentleman had 
met the representations which had been addressed to him in a candid 
spirit, he bai withdrawn one contract and accepted modifications in 
avother, and the very fact that he had done sv showed how necessary 
it was that when a question of such difficulty, of such wide bearings, 
and important consequences to the trade of the country was proposed, 
there should be no undue haste, but that ample time should be given 
for its consideration. The original contract was made on the Yth of 
November, 1867, before the Government had time to receive represen- 
tations on the subject of the great improvidence which was being 
shown. It was made for twelve years at a period when the greatest 
improvements were being effected in the construction of steamers, and 
when there was every prospect of the mails being carried with increased 
oelerity. When the contract was made the main sources of revenue con- 
templated vy the company and the Government were the mails and pas- 
sengers. The quantity of goods carried was small, but the opening of 
the Suez Canal made an enormous difference in that respect. It 
was notorious to every one acquainted with the shipping trade 
that if such a contract had to be made now it would be made at enor- 
mously reduced rates. The company had got largely overpaid for the 
work. Would the hon. gentleman who said “ No" stake his reputation 
on the assertion that if this contract were abrogated it would 
not be taken up at greatly reduced rates? He ventured to 
think that when the company asked to be relieved from the 
stipulations in order to be enabled to compete with private 
companies, the Government were bound to see that the country 
should obtain such a reduction in the subsidy as would be 
equivalent to the relaxation they might grant. If they relaxed the 
stipulations without reducing the subsidy, the taxpayer would be un- 
fairly burdened, and the company would have a surplus fund which it 
could use to suppress competition. The Government ought not to 
hurry throngh at the end of the Session without suflicient considera- 
tion a contract which, while it did not give the public the benefits to 
which it was entitled, would inflict a great injury on the shipping 
interest. As to the argument that different Postmasters-Gene- 
ral under different Governments had all taken the same course, 
it must be remembered that Poustmasters-General were often 
not selected for their great knowledge of mercantile affairs, and were 
naturally at the mercy of the permanent officials of the department, 
whose bias had for years been far too much in favour of coutractors, 
and far too little in favour of the public interest. The hon. member 
illustrated the want. of vigilance and care shown on behalf of the public 
by the case of the West India and Brazil contracts, in respect to which 
a new contract of a must improvident description was precipitately 
entered into. A practical man of business had told him that he would 
have been glad tu carry out for £12,000 the service for which the Go- 
vernment had given £32,000. With regard to the manner in which 
the P. and 0. Company had done their work, the hon. member main- 
tained that they could have done it a great deal better if they had 
chosen, and that they ought to have gone faster considering the great 
improvements which had been made in connection with steun- 
boats. They had been beaten in the most extraordinary way by 
private traders. The private trade were unable to seo what 
were the full bearings of that contract until further time 
was given for its consideration; and the Government ought not 
to make a contract and tie it round their necks for another tive 
years and a half without more carefully going iuto the subject. Mar- 
seilles, Trieste, and similar places had become more than heretofore the 
centres of trade; and it was only by the enterprise of our artive 
traders that so large a portion of the traffic through the Suez Canal 
had been retained for this country under great disadvantages. Those 
men very fairly said that before a contract was made which woull en- 
able a large monopoly greatly to injure if not to ruin them, the Go- 
vernment ought to obtain for the country some commensurate i d- 
vantage. He hoped the Government would withdraw the conteact till 
next Session, or, at all events, that it would only be allowed to run till 
the Ist of March, in order to give time to the commercial interest to 
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ascertain its true character and effect. He begged to move that the 
contract be not confirmed. 

Mr. ANDERSON seconded the amendment. It was most unlikely that 
the P. and O. Company would propose to sacrifice £20,00C a year of 
their subsidy without receiving some greater advantage to themselves. 
If the Government consented to a change in the contract, they should 
have stipulated for a much larger concession from the company. He 
hoped the Government would not press forward the contract this 
Bession. 

Mr. Sauvpa thought the only course open to the House was that 
recommended by the Secretary to the Treasury. It had been said that 
the subsidy alone was sufficient without the carriage of mails and pas- 
sengers. But to disprove this it was only necessary to state that the 
P. and 0. Company had never paid more than 6 per cent. since they 
entered into this contract, while last year and on a previous occasion 
they paid only 5 percent. Statements of that kind were most mis- 
leading. He wished to call attention to another fact which appeared 
to be lost sight of—namely, that it was not proposed that any variation 
should be made in respect of the carriage of the mails between this 
country and India. The only alteration suggested had reference to 
slow or water-borne traffic ; but, whether as regarded the fast mails or 
the slow, the proposal made to the company would confer a great 
advantage on the public. It should be borne in mind that the existing 
contract was one which must last for six years. What was asked was 
that while the really valuable portion of the service should be carried 
through Egypt, as it now was, permission should be given to carry the 
heavy portion of it through the canal, instead of, as heretofore, by rail- 
way, not a single passenger, however, being prevented from travelling 
overland if he thought fit to do so, The company went further, they 
offered to accelerate the mails and to make concessions in the matter 
of fines. If they were deprived of the contract after serving the 
country for twenty-five years, the result would be that having received 
only 5 or 6 per cent. for their expenditure their property would be 
depreciated in value to the extent of the dividends they had paid for 
over twenty years. He hoped that on the recommendation of rivals in 
the trade a course such as that suggested, which would be at once 
short-sighted and unjust, would not be adopted. 

Mr. Dopson had no feeling for or against the P. and O. or any other 
Steampacket Company. His only anxiety was that that should be done 
which was best for the public service. The hon. member who had just 
sat down had spoken of the advantages to accrue from the proposed 
contract, but he thought they ought to be very cautious before they 
came to the conclusion that the country would derive any advantage 
under it. The right hon. gentleman proceeded to criticise the present 
contract, and pointed out what, he contended, were omissions in it, 
remarking that the advantages which the P. and O. Company professed 
to give the country in exchange for the relaxations in their favour in 
the new contracts were insufficient. It was not in the power of the 
Covernment to terminate the existing contract. until the year 1880, but 
the Treasury had the power, and he contended it was their duty to 
make the best terms possible with the company at a time when they 
asked for a concession which would in no way facilitate the carrying of 
the mails, for which purpose the subsidy was granted. 

The CHancenror of the EXCHEQUER regretted that the Postmaster- 
feneral was unable to be present. The right hon. gentleman had de- 
clared that there were fourtcen grave blunders in the contract. It had 
been remodelled, and he would admit that there was an improvement 
in the form in which it now stood. The Government acknowledged 
the fairness with which the hon. member (Mr. Rathbone) and others 
had called attention to the neceasity of some changes, but when the 
right hon. gentleman spoke of certain omissions in the contract he 
wished to remind him that they would have been cured by the time- 
table. This was 1 contract by which Parliament was bound for five 
years. During that time the mail service was secured by contract with 
a respectable and responsible company. It was a question, no doubt, 
whether, if they were going to enter into a new contract at the present 
time, the Government could not obtain better terms, but this was beside 
the question, because the Government were bound by the existing con- 
tract. The position of the company was this, that whereas it formerly 
relied on its ordinary trade, its passengers and cargo, to enable it to 
make its profit, the company now found itself so hampered by its con- 
tract that it could not avail itself of the natural and more advantageous 
route which it would prefer to take. Although some of the company’s 
ships went through the Canal yet others were bound to go by way of 
Alexandria. The company were told by hon. gentlemen opposite and 
those whom they represented that the company were asking for 
a favour to themselves, and that they ought to give the State a share 
in the advantage. The company rejoined that they did not desire to 
take all the benefit, and that they were ready to give some advantage 
to the public. They were ready to undertake that the voyage, or a 
portion of it, should be made in a much shorter time than at present. 
They were also ready to undertake that the mail service outwards 
should be performed in twenty-four hours less time. Lastly, they 
undertook to accept a reduction of something like £20,000 a year from 
what they now received. There were also some small further sums of 
about £4,000 a year which they were willing to give up. The com- 
pany, therefore, said, “Relieve us from the disadvantage that now 
presses upon us and we will give you an accelerated service and accept 
a reduction of £24,000 a year in the amount now payable for the re- 
inainder of the term during which the contract has to run.” It was 
difficult to see why the Government should refuse this offer. The 
owners of private steamers represented that this change would place 
them at a disadvantage, because the company were thus the better en- 
abled to compete with them. That was an argument which it appeared 
to him was difficult to maintain in that House. Another argument 
was that the Government were asked to give the company so much 
that they ought to get more from them in return. Looking at the 
inatter from the point of view which he had endeavoured to lay before 
the House, he did not think they ought to look upon the company’s 
difficulty as the public opportunity. The terms on the whole were, in 
his opinion, the best which the country was likely to get, and, there- 
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fore, he hoped the House would assent to the decision at which the 
Government had arrived. 

Dr. Puayrair (the late Postmaster-General) pointed out that the 
mail steamers had precedence over all other vessels passing through the 
Suez Canal, and that the effect of any undue preference in the case of 
the P. and 0. Company would be to drive all the light and fast ships 
out of the trade in that direction up to 1880, and to substitute for | 
them slow and heavy vessels. He also contended that while the con- 
tract of 1870 gave security that the whole of the journey from Brindisi 
to Alexandria would be performed at the rate of eleven knots an hour, 
there was in the present no security for the average rate of speed, while 
that of the original contract had been decreased. They were allowing 
the mails to lag behind cargo, and giving the preference to cargoes and 
passengers. The contract was made upon the understanding that the 
company was not to use the Canal. He intended to vote in favour of 
the delay, because the request was a reasonable one, because the con- 
tract was not thoroughly understood, and because it was presented in 
an imperfect form. 

Mr. Goupyey said that the P. and O. Company offered to accelerate 
the mails by twenty-four hours, and to give the public £24,000 a year 
on the condition that they should have the same trading facilities as 
other companies. The request was one which he could not but con- 
sider as perfectly reasonable.—Mr. Muntz believed the question to be 
avery simple one; it really amounted to this—whether for twelve 
months at all events, and possibly for five years, the public should 
suffer a loss of £24,000 and the mails be delayed twenty-four hours 
simply because some private companies might otherwise be interfered 
with,—Mr. E. Sarru said that the question was really whether an en- 
tirely new trade should be thrown open to the P. and O. Company, and 
whether in carrying on that trade they should receive aid and subsidy 
from the Government. Under the present contract they might, if they 
liked, use either London or Liverpool instead of Southampton, and he 
did not, therefore, regard the compensation offered by the company as 
anything like adequate to the advantage they would receive.—Mr. 
Cuitpers, while admitting that the original contract was an impro- 
vident one, thought that, as there was a distinct assurance that there 
would be a saving to the public of between £20,000 and £30,000 
e year, the arrangement now proposed ought to be approved of by the 

ouse.

At the meeting of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce last 
week it was agreed to support the action of Captain Sprye in 
obtaining the completion of the survey of the route between the 
port of Rangoon and Western China. 

The Great Northern Telegraph Company’s traffic receipts for 
the month of July were, this year, f.410,5U1 ; last year, £.271,873.

TEA. 

Messrs. Capel and Co.’s Circular says :—The chief feature during the 
past month has been the arrival of the new season’s Teas from Hankow 
and Fdochow, which has imparted some interest to our market, and re- 
sulted in a fair amount of business at fair to full prices. The quality 
of the Hankow Teas we consider about equal to that of last year, but 
the Foochow Teas are inferior. 

Hankow Teas.—The first steamer arrived on the 16th ult., and early 
sales made of good medium to fine kinds were at very high prices, say 
from 1s. 9d. to 1s. 10d., and 1s. 11d. to 2s., finest kinds selling from 
2s. 1d. to 2s. 5d. With further arrivals, and some anxiety to realise, 
there was soon a decline of 2d. to 3d. per Ib. on good medium kinds, 
and Id. to 2d. on fine, finest remaining very firm, whilst superfine 
chops were taken for export from 2s. 7d. to 3s. per lb. The 
loss of the Gordon Castle has imparted a firmer tone to the market, 
and there has been latterly a rally of 4d. to 1d. per lb. in the good 
medium tofine knds. Foo Chow Teas: A few thousand boxes of Pak 
Lin Teas arrived by mail steamer on the 23rd ultimo, and although the 
quality was inferior to last year, sold from 2s. to 2s. 3d. per lb., subse- 
quent arrivals have, however, been sold at lower rates from 1s. 9d. to 
2a. 2d. per lb. The first direct steamer arrived on the 31st ultimo, and 

a fair amount of sales have been made at full prices considering the 
quality ; common to fair kinds have sold from 1s. 2d. to 1s. 5d. per lb., 
good from 1s. 6d. to 1s. 9d. per Ib., fine from 1s. 10d. to 2s., and finest 
from 28. 1d. to 2s. 44d. per lb., but it is not easy to get on at these 
prices. Oolongs : Some 1,500 boxes have been sold from 2s. to 2s. 2d. 
per lb., being full rates. We do not hear of any sale of Souchongs. 
Orange Pekoes : About 2,000 boxes have found buyers from 2s. to 
2s, 2d. per Ib. for fine quality. Old Season’s Teas: Business has 
chiefly been confined to sales at auction, at rather under previous prices. 
Siftings from 44d. to 6d. per Ib., broken-leaf 9d. to 10d., fair to good 
common 11d. to Is. 0$d., fair 1s. 1d. to 1s. 2d., fine Kaisows, to close 
invoices, at 1s. 7d. to 1s. 8d. per lb. Black-leaf kinds : Common 109d. to 
114d, and 1s. to 1s. 24d. per Ib. for fair to good medium kinds. Canton 
Teas.—Congous: Sales have been made to some extent from 1s. to 
1a, 14d. for fair, 1s. 2d. to 1s. 4d. for good, and fine 1s. 44d. to 1s. 64d. 
per Ib., being 4d. to 1d. per lb. lower. Scented Capers: Several thou- 
sand boxes have been sold, at public auction, from 1s. to 1s. 4d. for fair 
to good quality, showing a further decline of 1d. per lb. Orange 
Pekoes : Long-leaf kinds have sold from 1s. 1d. to ls. 4d. per Ib. for fair 
to good kinds, showing a reduction of 1d. per 1b. The Macao kinds 
have been saleable, but at lower prices. Green Teas.—Business has 
been limited, prices showing no material alteration; the quantity 
brought to auction has been small. 

The stock in the United Kingdom on the 31st ultimo was estimated 
at 61,664,000 lbs., against 69,573,000 Ibs. last year, and the quantity 
afloat (advices by letter) at 5,738,000 lbs., against 5,529,000 lbs. of China 
Tea, and 1,115,000 Ibs., against 735,000 Ibs. of India Tea. 


SILK. 

Messrs. Waithman, Hogg and Co.’s Circular says :—The improvement 
in the position of the Silk market, which commenced with the public 
gales, was only of short duration, and throughout the.greater part of 
the past month we have had a very quiet market.

EXPORT OF WOOLLENS TO CHINA AND JAPAN. 
The following is Messrs. Hayter and Hayter’s Monthly Statement of 
the estimated Exports of Woollens shipped to China and Japan from
